creation and the use of these 
the United 
States should support. every sound 
method of voneiliation, arhitration 
and judicial settlement. He fur- 
ther admits that the Permanent 
Court of International Justice, of 
which America is not a member, 
is more polent for this purpose 
than any other seheme yet con- 
ceived, and that no other seems 
practicable of establishment:” 

‘It might be inferred from such 
declarations that the United 
States would be ready at onee to 
join the Court, but the fact is 
that she is only prepared to do so 
upon edndilions which leave her 
free {o have a voice in the settle- 
ment of other nations’ problems 
Kut whieh prohibits participation 
if any American question is in- 
volved. The point arises as to how 
it shall be decided that the United 
States has an interest in any 
specific dispute brought before the 
Court. Mr, Elihu Root now comes 
forwi wed with a proposal that mu- 
chinery should. be created for the 
purpose of determining this mat- 
ter, and he suggests that if the 
signatories to the: World Court 
and the United Stutes are unable 
to agree whether the Court 
should be consulted © on any 
specific America should 
forthwith resign from the, Court. 
Mr. Hoover, in his inaugural ‘ad- 
dress, says the United States re- 
servations are not designed with 
a view to obtaining any specific 
privilege or advantage, but only 
to clarify America’s relation to 
advisory opinions: and other’ mat- 
ters which are subsidiary to’ the 
major purpose ‘of the World 
Court.
